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Part 3(a): The applicant amended the claims by inserting the features "a first clock cycle and the same first clock cycle" in all independent 
claims 1 , 8 and the feature "non-zero initialization value" in dependent claim 4. These newly added features would raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and search prior making decision. 

Part 11: The applicant argues in pages 8-9 for claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 that the current amended claims would overcome the 
current rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 since the advantage of the claims allow an accumulator value to be initialized or zeros with minimal 
latency. 

The examiner respectfully submits that the above allegation is not clearly or directly seen in the claim even with the current feature "first 
clock cycle" since the claims do not directly state that the accumulator value to be initialized or zeroed with minimal latency but rather the 
claims direct to a method of zeroing an accumulator value by an algorithm. 

The applicant also argues in page 10 for claim rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) that the cited reference by Owen fails to disclose the newly 
added features as cited in the Part 3(a). 

The examiner respectfully submits that the newly added features would raise new issues that would require further consideration and 
search prior determining whether the prior arts of record disclose the newly added features. 
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
